1. Erwin BRANDT, born 4 llarch 1899 at Gbhren, Mecklen- 
burg, was criminal advisor to HSEA IV A 1 in the field of 
Communism from 1932 on. In an interview in August 1947, .by-.*: 
a member of the US War Crimes Staff, he admitted having v 
known: something of Conrtunisfc clandestine activities in . 

Ger rainy from 1933 to 1945 and having heard of EQUAL. lie - 
supplied no detailed information In either field in this 
interview, nor. in the written report he subsequently pre- - 
pared; 

2. In January 1948, BRANDT was interviewed again 
specifically with reference to his connection with EQUAL. 

He knew relatively little about the organization, however, 
and that came mostly frofe reports circulated to a limited 
number ; of Amt IV officials during and after the German 
EQUAL investigation. 1 tHese, ; : BRAilDT recalled only the 
names QfMaGIJULZE- BQISEN and K&RNACK; he could give no new 
Information -about tneftH" tta. EQUAL connections outside 
Gersanylhe was able to supply only an incoherent story 
about a "Grand Chef

B0Y32K led eventually to the discbvery of trie EQUAL group. 

Field Comment : Certain aspects ol‘ this information 

are confirmed in SCI.UIZE-BOYSElJ's biograohy, written 
in 1947 by his father Erich Edgar SChULZE of Duis- 
berg, in the statement: "During the summer of 1932,

'4, BRANDT said that OHS stood for International 
Liaison Section (Internationale Verbindungsabtellung) , 
which he believed was a roof organization for illegal 
Communist and Russian intelligence activities, but he was 
unable to give any details, 
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Field Comment : OKS (Otdel ttezhdunarodno Svyazi - 
bep'artment at International Liaison) ,, the 
Comintern communications organization, is dis- 
. cussed in S-Hemo 17,- Interim Roport on the Third 
(Communist) International, dated 1 November 1947, 

5. BRANDT stated that he had never heard the names 
’ r ROBINSON and SCHAbHEL. He was aware of the existence of 
. the All and BB Apparat in Germany after 1933 but knew 
t nothing of them except what is common knowledge and could 
recall only the names of. KIPPEN BERGER .and NEUMANN, 
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Field Comment : BRANDT was transferred from lfttrriberg 

to the internment camp at Dachau about the beginning 
of September 1947 and is* there awaiting Spruohkammer 
trial, probably within the next six months. 

The Uga gegen Imperialisms was one of the many 
Comminiat -inspired pacifist organizations in Europe 
pin the pre-war period; it was also known as the 
League Against War . Helene RADO, as Herta TEMPI, 
was secretary of the secretary general of the 
League Against War in 1932, a suggestive connection 
with the entire EQUAL background. 
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
